County Histories. 


A correspondent writes:—Your com- 
plaint on Wednesday about the deficiency 
of Irish county histories makes one wish 
that we had something here like the 
Victoria History of the Counties of Eng- 
land. “Many a single shire in England 
has been more copiously described and 
Letter illustrated than the whole of 
Ireland,” wrote Hardiman in 1820. (A 
very cheap reprint of Hardiman’s own 
excellent history of Galway was published 
yecently by The Connacht Tribune). 
Since then a few competent local histories 
have been written. Mr. Philip Hore’s history 
of Wexford, in six volumes, is a scholarly 


work, although, perhaps, too scholarly to | 


please the ordinary reader. There are 
two good histories of Sligo—Colonel 
W ood-Martin’s and Arehdeacon O’ Rorke’s 
—and Dr. Smith’s history of Cork. 
written about 1750, and published with 
notes by the Cork Archeological Society, 
is full of curious information. It is said 
that the doctor’s views on the relative 
importance of county families were 
coloured, to some extent, by the nature of 
bis reception at their houses.

The most pleasant (and not the least 
learned) of these works I know is the late 
Mr. F. Elrington Ball’s history of County 
Dublin, Those who still indulge in the 
old-fashioned recreation of walking will 
find that it gives an added interest \to 
week-end expeditions about Dublin.

TREASURES OF THE 
BOTANIC GARDENS. 


—&———- 
(By ““VERNA."”) 


A PARAGRAPH in the Irish Times of 
January 19th states that snowdrops 
are in bloom and daffodils and croci are 
above ground, showing the mildness of the 
climate of Ferns, Co. Wexford. A visitor 
to the Dublin Botanic Gardens on December 
22nd, 1927, found Narcissus polyanthus, a 
variety from Crete, in flower in the open. 
Those who visit Glasnevin now will find 
the following shrubs and plants in flower. 
At the steps of the Fern House a quantity 
of Jris stylosa (unguiculayis) makes a 
fine display, the delicately veined pale- 
blue flowers standing above the narrow, 
reed-like foliage. At the Water House 
entrance the white form has been in bloom 
since early December. Both blue and white 
forms smell sweetly of primroses. 

At the end of the ‘long herbaceous 
borders on the left there is a bed with 
specimens of witch hazels (Hamamelis). 
The bright yellow flowers of Hamamelis 
mollis, a native of China, contrast with 
the richer, deeper-coloured H. rubra and 
the softer tones of H. arborea from Japan. 
Branches of Hamamelis virginica were 
used as divining rods by earl, settlers in 
North America, as hazel twigs still are in 
this country, and, to its supposed magic 
property, it owes its popular name of 
‘ witch hazel.’’ In the Rock Garden many 
different species and varieties of snow 
crops, some of which are very rare, are -in 
b'oom. One of the finest is Galanthus 
maximus, with large bell-like flowers on 
long stalks. Galanthus Byzantinus from 
the Island of Nikaria is close beside it. 
and near by the flowers of the brilliant 
orange-yellow Crocus ancyrensis are fully 
open. 


IN FLOWER SINCE NOVEMBER. 


A colony of bright crimson Cyclamen 
Coum, a native of Greece that thrives in 
[reland—tiny. perfect little flowers, stand- 
ing cn short stalks above dark green leaves 
almost circular in shape—will be found 
under the shade of a pine. At the highest 
point of the Rock Garden a bush of Daphne 
dauphinwt perfumes the air This indus- 
trious plant has been in flower since the 
first week in November, and looks like 
continuing for some weeks to come. In 
the lower part of the Rock Garden there 
are many beautiful dwarf heaths open— 
Erica carnea, Erica Winter Beauty, F. 
Queen of Spain, FE. Pink Pearl, to name 
only a few. These are perfectly hardy 
and will grow in any good soil. They are 
not such haters of lime in the soil as most 
of the genus. 

Near Addison’s Walk. on a stone-faced 
bank looking north, the pale blue mauve 
flowers of Primula Winteri are growing. 
It cannot fail to attract attention—its 
beautiful pale-green leaves delicately 
covered with white mealy powder, and its 
curious position. At the bridge over the 
pond the rosy-purple flowers of Rhododen- 
dron dauricum, growing on the leafless 
twigs, glow like coloured lamps when seen 
In the sunlight. The minute flowers of 
the corne: cherry give the effect of a vellow 
haze over the bush. This is a useful shrub 
for cutting for house decoration. By the 
waters of the Tolka many silverv willow- 
catkins are open, and near the end of the 
pond a bright yellow carpet of winter 
aconite (Kranthis hyemalis) makes a 


pleasant contrast under the bright red- 
twigged bushes . of dogwood (Cornus 
sanguinea). Wallflowers are in bloom at 
the chain tent; 'n the border opposite the 
branches of Prunus subhirtilla autumnale 
are thick with pale pink blossoms. 


“THE HOUNDS OF SPRING.” 


Entering the Vine Border one finds a | 
collection of eroct coming into flower. On 
the wall a large spreading tree cf 
Chimonanthus fragrans, generally known 
as the Chinese allspice, is densely set with 
lis pale vellow and crimson flowers. This 
plant has a delicious perfume—a_ single 
spray will scent a room. At the Royal 
Horticultural Society meeting in London 
on ‘Juesday, the 17th January, it was 
civen an award of merit. Further along 
the border collection of 

hristmas roses and Lenten lilies and a 
large bush of the cheerful, yellow-flowered 
Jasmanum nudiflorum. 

Near the entrance gate a big bush of 
Parrotia Persitca has quaint brown and 
crimson flowers on bare twigs. The little 
croups of coral-like flowers are protected 
by brown velvet sheaths. In the border, 
on the opposite side of the gate facing the 
residence, there is one of the rarest plants 
in the gardens—Viburnum nervoeum, a 
plant which was first cultivated at Glas- 
nevin and of which there are at present 
not more than half-a-dozen in Great 
Br.tain and Ireland.

“IRRESPONSIBLES” 
FROM CITIES. 


“ROAD-MASTER FOR 
CARS’? SUGGESTED. 
— — 


Inquiries made by the Jrish Times yester- 

y show that while interference with 
hunting by motorists does exist in the 
Irish Free State it is not of serious import- 
ance, save in the case of a few hunts. 

The hunts principally affected are those 
which meet near cities or towns. The Ward 
Union Hunt, meeting, as it does, in the 
vicinity of Dublin and on the two half- 
holidays of the week, is especially subject 
to interference of the kind mentioned, and 
the resolution of protest passed at its meet- 
ing in Dublin on Thursday appears to be 
abundantly justified. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, Master of the Ward 
Union Hunt, interviewed yesterday, said that 
the resolution raised a very important ques- 
tion. The terms of the resolution were very 
strong and expressed fully his feelings. He 
was quite satisfied that it would be supported 
by the Masters of all other hunts in the 
country, who were experiencing the same 
kind of interference. 

‘ IRRESPONSIBLES ' FROM THE CITY. 

“We do not object at all, he said, “to 
farmers or landowners whose lands we ride 
over, and who for one reason or other cannot 
go on horseback, following the hunt in their 
motor cars. They understand the situation 
and they do not do any harm. What we do 
object to is the ‘ irresponsibles’ from the 
city or from towns, who come out in their 
motor cars for.a:day in the country. They 
come out for a cheap show and keep moving 
around in their motor cars, doing inestimable 
harm, even though they may not intend to do 
bo. 

‘A GREAT DEAL OF DAMAGE.” 

Interviewed by our Kells Correspondent, 
Captain Napier, Master of the Ballymacad 
Hunt, said that he entirely agreed with the 
Ward Union Hunt resolution. <A great deal 
of injury was done to hunting by the motorist 
followers. 

Our Kells Correspondent adds that it is 
the intention of the Master of the Meath 
founds (Captain Fowler) to embody in the 
next hunting card certain proposals to deal 
with motorists and chauffeurs who interfere 
with the hunt. 

Captain Filgate, Master of the Louth Hunt, 
stated that usually there were not many 
motor cars accompanying that hunt, and 
those cars. did not interfere very much with 
hunting. 

‘ DOES NOT INTERFERE.” 

Telegraphing yesterday our Kilkenny Cor- 
Fea, 0 says: This being a hunting day 
I have been unable to get into touch with 
the Master of the Kilkenny Hounds, Major 
Dermot M‘Calmont, but from conversations 
I have had with some followers of the 
hounds I learn that, although the practice of 
attending meets in motor cars is much in 
vogue it does not interfere with the sport in 
any way. So far, at all events, no complaint 
on this score have been voiced in connection 
with hunting in Kilkenny. 

The resolution of the Ward Union Hunt was 
discussed in Limerick hunting circles yester- 
dav, says our correspondent in that city. 
Nothing of this nature has arisen in Limerick 
County so far. 

Interference of the character complained of 
by the Ward Hunt seemed to be threatened 
recently, but did not develop. ‘This was the 
opinion: given by Mr. E. Leahy, Hon. Secre- 
tary ot the Limerick Hunt, who pointed out 
that in the Hunt Meet card a notice 1s 
appended :—‘' It is hoped that motors will 
only follow at a reasonable distance.’’ 

A ' ROAD MASTER "’ FOR CARS. 

Questioned by your Clonmel Correspondent

An. important extension at the Belfast 
Electricity Station, which has been under 
construction for many months, is nearing 
completion. | 

The extension embodies the introduction 
of a new 18,750 kilowatt turbo-alternator, 
and will be a considerable addition to the 
capacity of the existing station, the maximum 
load demand on which. a few weeks ago 
was 30,200 k.w. 

The steam turbine of this power unit will 
develop over 26,000 brake horse-power, but 
the unit itself will not be in service until 
next winter's load. 

There :s a steady increse in the demand 
for electricity, Eacair for household con- 
sumption, in Belfast, and the units sold 
last year exceeded those of the previous year 
by nearly eight millions. There also has 
been a steady improvemen: in the financial 
position of the undertaking, and the Elec- 
tricity Department will probably have a 
larger surplus to dispose of at the end of 
the financial year than in any previous year 
in the history of the department. 


SUPPLYING OUTLYING TOWNS. 

Arrangements are under consideration for 
the supply of electricity to Lisburn, Holy- 
wood, aa Bangor; and it is possible in the 
near future that the Belfast electricity 
station will become the source of supply for 
a considerable area of Northern Ireland. 

Users of electricty in Belfast will look 
for a reduction in the present flat rate of 
64d. per unit before any large extensions are 
made to supply prospective users in outside 
areas.

It would, of course, be necessary that every- 
one connected with the Trust should under- 
stand how to run a hotel, to make it at- 
tractive and comfortable, and to supply good 
food at a moderate price. 
eg oe have never been educated in the 

otel business, and this will be one of the 
pointe with which the Trust would have to 

eal seriously. I have been travelling all over 
Ireland for the last fifty years, and can, there- 
fore, recommend my sugyestion with con- 
fidence.—Yours, etc., SIDNEY BARRON.

Sirn,—I have read with interest various 
letters on the subject of the inferiority of the 
catering in Irish hotels, especially in remote 
places; but among the various causes sug- 
gested for this state of things I have not seen 
any mention of one which seems to me to lie 
at the root of it all. It is just this—that 
those who run such hotels have really no 
ideas of, or any experience as to, what their 
visitors are used to in their own homes, and, 
therefore, they are being urged to do a thing 
which is impossible to them. Take the case 
of afternoon tea. To tell them of a tea served 
with daintily cut bread and butter, brown 
and white, little hot scones, a few good home- 
made cakes, and a supply of honey or home- 
made jams is to tell them of something 
beyond their powers of imagining. They 
themselves have not ever seen or thought of 
a tea of that kind. It is no blame to them, 
but simply the result of their circumstances. 

How can this difficulty be overcome? I 
would venture to suggest that some of the 
organisations interested in Irish tourist traffic 
should arrange for a lady demonstrator to 
visit any hotel whose owner is willing to pay 
a fee for her services. I feel. sure that some 
Irish ladies could be found well qualified to 
undertake this work. It is important that 
they should be Irish, understanding Irish 
ways, and less likely to hurt the susceptibili- 
ties of our hotel-keepers than Englishwomen 
might. 

Even a week spent at a hotel might do a 
great deal towards raising .the standard of 
catering and showing the sort of thing 
required. Trish people are quick and can use 
their wits, and there is no knowing what 
great things might result if a pleasant and 
tactful lady demonstrator set herself to this 
task for the development of the ‘country, 
which is so very much dearer to us Irish 
people than. to any other; but such things 
need organisation.-—Yours, etc.,

S1R,— Ín reference to recent correspondence 
on this subject, the method of dealing with 
this matter in Brighton may be of interest. 
The Corporation there lay out parks in suit- 
able places, each being delineated by white 
lines and a figure showing the number of 
cars to be accommodated. Each park is in 
charge of a numbered and uniformed attend- 
ant, who supervises the parking and gives 
each driver a docket, which must be sur- 
rendered on reclaiming the car. The attend- 
ant watches the cars and their contents, 
erects hoods, etc., as necessary. These men 
are in most ex-Service men, and are 
appointed by the Chief Constable; they re- 
ceive no remuneration, being dependent upon 
“tips “” paid by car-owners for their services. 
I ascertained from several of them that they 
make a fair living, while car-owners are 
equally satistied. 

Such a system, if employed in Dublin, 
would replace the itinerants who at present 
force their doubtful services upon one, and 
afterwards demand _ exorbitant fees for 
imaginary services rendered.—Yours, etc.,

FERMANAGH COMMITTEE NOW 


AGAINST GRANTS. 


The question of the supply of school books 
to children attending public elementar 
schools arose at a meeting of the aaa A 
Regional Education Committee on a notice 
of motion to rescind a resolution passed at 
a previous meeting of the Fermanagh Regional 
Committee, when a report was adopted 
passing a grant of £25 to the Enniskillen 
School Committee’ to assist in necessitous 
cases the purchase of school books. | 

Mr. Anderson, J.P., who proposed the 
rescinding motion, objected to the grant on 
the ground of expense, and said that if 
this were passed every districv in the county 
would be wanting the same grant. 

Mr. Bartley, an inepector under the old 
National Board of Education, said that if 
the books were given free the children and 
parents would not appreciate them. He 
urged the standardising of books, and said 
that there was not an inspector but would 
admit that the old books were better than 
the readers of to-day 

Colonel Barton suggested trying this 
method of grants for six months, and that 
in the meantime the Ministry should be 
asked to revert to standardised books, which 
would save a great deal of expense. 

On a vote, the rescinding motion was 
carried by eleven votes to five.

| SCENE AT HORSE: 
JUMPING. 


DETECTIVES COMPELLED 
TO DRAW REVOLVERS, 


From Our Own Corresponpent. 
BOYLE, Friday. 

A scene that occurred at the last Agri- 
cultural Show at Strokestown, County Kos- 
common, was described at the Strokestown 
District Court to-day, when William Costello, 
Carnaska, and Martin McGreevy, Cuggle, 
who were formerly in the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, and Patrick Connor, Clooney- 
lyons, were charged with assaulting Sergeant 
McNamara, of the Civic Guard. McGreevy 
and Connor were ilso charged with rescuing 
Costello from custody, 

Sergeant McNamara stated that during the 
horse jumping at the show he asked some of 
the crowd to stand back. Costello did not 
do so, and when he asked him a second time 
Costello struck him i: the mouth. 

In cross-examination b, Mr. Uallery, who 
defended, the sergeant said that he knew 
Costello to be a decent man. He denied that 
he made a blow at Costello first. 

Guard Vaughan said that he witnessed the 
assault, and arrested Costello. While takin 
him away McGreevy and Connor healed 
‘Rescue him,” and they pulled him away. 
A big crowd gathere.. around, and detectives 
who were As had to draw their revolvers 
to keep the crowd back. Costello was re- 
arrested, and gave no trouble. 

Several other witnesses 
examined for the prosecution, 

William Costello gave evidence in his own 
defence, and stated that whil> cutting tobacco 
with a penknife the s geant gave him a 
push and told him to stand back. He 
thought that it was only a joke, as they were 
on friendly terms, but the sergeant pushed 
him again, and the knife cut his hand and 
fell to the ground. He thought that the 
sergeant was making a blow at him, and he 
put up his hand and it caught the sergeant 
lightly on the cheek. He had no ill-feeling 
against the Guards, and would go to their 
assistance if they were in trouble. 

William McGreevy denied that he rescued 
Costello. All that he raid was, ‘‘Give the 
man a chance.’’ 

Other witnesses having heen examined, 
District Justice Rice imposed a fine of 40s. 
on Costello and Connor, and of £3 on 
McGreevy. 

On the appeal of Mr. Callery, he subse- 
quontly reduced the fines to 10s. each.

TEMPORARY EMPLOYES 
PROBLEM.

A meeting of the Association of Ex-Service 
Civil Servants, held at the Broadway Soda 
Fountain, Sackville street, Dublin, last night, 
was addressed by Mr. G. J. O'Connell, 
general organising secretary, London. 

Mr. O'Connell said that he would be in 
Dublin for several days, and would deal with 
individual cases before the evidence was sub- 
mitted to the Committee. Sooner or later 
every permanent ex-Service civil servant had 
got to go out of Ireland, and that change 
would take place much sooner than had been 
expected. It was in the interests of the per- 
manent men to go out of a dying Ministry 
and into a permanent Ministry. 

Their position was that in the Ministry of 
Pensions the temporary men had a better 
chance of being employed in the permanent 
class than if they went to any other Ministry. 
Therefore, the policy was to keep the tem- 
porary men until they secured permanency, 
and to have the permanent men employed 
until they reached the age of 65 and retired 
on pension. Let the temporary Ministry he 
supplied with temporary men as long as pos- 
sible, and let the others get into their positions 
as permanent civil servants. That was the 
only solution of the problem. 

The temporary men had been reduced from 
55,000 in 1920 to 4,000 now, and the problem 
was to get security for the 4,000. Their 
'“slogan ' now, he said, was: “ Boys and 
girls, or flappers, are being introduced into 
the Civil Service, while their fathers and 
grandfathers are being obliged to walk out.” 
And while they had a “slogan ” like that 
the Government was bound to take notice. 

Two-thirds of the jobs now held by tem- 
porary civil servants were jobs which could 
be given to the ‘‘P” class, and the associa 
tion was using its Parliamentary machinery 
to urge members of Parliament to see that 
men with ten or more years’ service were not 
turned out to be replaced by boys and girls.

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INTERESTING POINT RAISED IN 
OVERCROWDING CASE. 

The question whether children in omnibuses 
can be considered as adults, which has already 
been submitted to the Northern Ministry of 
Education, came before the  Lisbellaw 
magistrates yesterday in a prosecution against 
Samuel Buchanon, Lisburn, a conductor for 
the Belfast Omnibus Company, for carrying 
seven passengers in excese of his registered 
number. 

Mr. Winslow, for the defendant, pointed 
cut that nine of the passengers were children 
going to Enniskillen Model School, and pleaded 
that they should not be counted as adulte. 

The magistrates fined the defendant 17s. 6d. 
(2s. 6d. for every passenger in excess), and 
endorsed the licence. A charge of permitting 
the emergency exit to be blocked on the same 
occasion was dismissed on the merits.

OPINIONS REGARDING ITS 
CONSTRUCTION. 


From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
UURK, Friday. 

While the proceedings at each of the con- 
ferences was private, Í am informed that in 
the main the difference between the aims of 
both pqdies was in regard to the number 
which should constitute the new Borough 
Council. The Labour Party were strongly 
i lavour of. a membership which corres- 
ponded more closety with that of the old 
Corporation, which was dissolved in 1924. 

The delegation from the Corporation, which 
was headed by the Lord Mayor, Mr. Sean 
French, T.D., were, on the contrary, unpre: 
judiced regarding tne personnel of the pro- 
posed new Council. Generally speaking, they 
did not care so long as the citizens of Cork 
regained control through their representatives 
of the civie affairs. heir chief desire was 
for a greater voice for the people in the 
city’s affairs, and they were concerned mainly 
with the control to be wielded by the -City 
Manager. 

The Lord Mayor, in the course of a con- 
versation this evening, told me that he was 
perfectly satisfied that there was a possibility 
of agreement between all those who were 
putting the interests of the city before those 
of the individual. 

‘It is my immediate intention,’ he said, 
“to summon a meeting of members elected 
to the Borough Council to report to them my 
interpretation of our meeting with the 
Minister.’’ 

THE SUGGESTED BILL. 

He also stated that he would refrain from 
making any statement, beyond that he and 
his colleagues of the old Council were hopeful 
still of the introduction of a Parliamentary 
bill which would be satisfactory to all shades 
of opinion regarding the future government 
of the city. 

I regret, he said, the publication of what 
is taken to be a report of what transpired 
between the Minister and the joint deputa- 
tion from the two Cork Chambers of Com- 
merce. Such a report tended, if anything, 
to toster disagreement between the citizens, 
and render a possible ugreement more remote,

Politics in Japan. 

The session of the Japanese Diet which 
opens to-day is likely to be one of the 
most important in the history of the 
Empire. During the last twelve months 
manhood suffrage has been adopted, and 
henceforward the electorate will consist 
of ten, instead of about three, million 
persons. The effect of this reform on 
Japanese politics is incalculable. A 
general election must be held this year, 
and it is likely that the Diet will be 
dissolved in May if the present Govern- 
ment is not unseated by a vote of “no 
confidence”’ during the next few days. 
Nobody can predict the result of this 
election. At present the majority of 
seats in the Diet is divided among the 
two great parties—the Seiyukai, from 
which the Government is drawn, and the 
Minseito. The Government group has 222 
and the Minseito 189 seats in a House of 
465 members, and, while the Seiyukai has 
not a majority, it has been able hitherto 
to depend on the support of most of the

In Italy these things are 
better ordered. In the matter of repair of 
roads division of authority has been ended 
at a stroke. Just as to-day in the Irish 
Free State reconstruction of roads drags 
along slowly, although funds and over- 
abundant labour are accessible to the 
multiplicity of county authorities con- 
cerned, so yesterday in Italy some roads 
were carefully repaired while many 
regions suffered neglect. Signor Mussolini 
has a short way with national inefficiency. 
With swift decision he called into being 
a public company and charged it with the 
re-building and subsequent maintenance of 
the country’s main roads. The new body 
has an initial capital of about £1,000,000, 
to which the State will make a substantial 
addition. State and municipal taxes 
collected for road purposes will be trans- 
ferred from the national treasury to the 
coffers of the company. Within a period 
of about four years the company is ex- 
pected to construct some 10,000 miles of 
good new highway, principally in Central 
and Southern Italy, at a cost of some 
£2,500 per mile. The undertaking is 
designed principally in the interest of the 
tourist traffic, which means so much tothe 
whole Italian peninsula. At the same 
time the amenities of life for the Italian 
people will be enhanced as Rome is 
brought nearer to Florence, and Naples 
to Rome.

opinion “literature musi be a miserably 
matter-of-fact affair: Even the literature 
of the mother tongue must be arid if the 
allusions to the past with which it teems 
be robbed thus of significance. Transla- 
tion cannot supplant scholarship, but it 
may enrich it by enlarging its horizons. 
A writer in The Quarterly Review has 
wise words on the problem. The English 
translators of the Bible, Fitzgerald and 
Professor Gilbert Murray, as he observes— 
and he might have added Cary, Danté’s 
interpreter—have proved that translations 
themselves may attain to classical rank. 
Certain gifts, rarely combined in one man, 
are necessary to successful translation. A 
consummate knowledge of the tongues con- 
cerned is essential, lest the interpreter be 
betrayed by unfamiliar shades of meaning, 
as when the official French translator ol 
Cibber’s play; “Loves Last Shift,” 
rendered the title ‘‘La derniére Chemise 
de l’Amour.’’ The perfect linguist, how- 
ever, if he lack fine sensibility, may err 
by over-literal rendering. A well-known 
translation of Vergil represents Atneas as

The. Cabinet held its second meeting 
this week at 10 Downing street, when 
there was a larger attendance than on 
Wednesday; for Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, who returned from Spain yesterday, 
was present, as also was Sir Douglas 
Hogg, who on Wednesday was engaged in 
the spy trial at the Old Bailey. It is 
said that a second meeting was necessary, 
owing to the continued deliberations re- 
garding the programme for the coming 
session. The extension of the Franchise 
Bill is a measure which needs great con- 
sideration; for, while it is positive that 
it will be introduced, more than one 
Minister has qualms as to its advisability. 
Ministers also have to take into con- 
sideration the feeling existing among their 
supporters-on this point. Another point 
requiring very careful deliberation is 
whether a provision shall be included in 
the bill providing disqualification for 
those in receipt of poor law relief. In 
many quarters it is thought that this 
should be done, having regard to the 
abuse of public relief revealed in so many 
cases of late. 


Pclitical Rumours. 


The holding of a second meeting of the 
Cabinet in three days promptly set rumour 
at work to-day, and there is a freely ex- 
pressed opinion that the Governmént in- 
tends to introduce a good Budget, show 
that it is exercising all national 
economy possible, pass the extension of 
the franchise measure, and make an 
appea] to the country in the autumn after 
proroguing Parliament early in August.

The coming session of Parliament will 
see the opening of a battle between the 
great railway groups and the road trans- 
port companies, which will be watched 
with interest by all railway authorities in 
the British Isles. The railways are 
contending that the sums which they pay 
in rates entitle them to a free use of the 
roads for passenger and good services; 
while the defence will be set up by the 
road companies that there is no guarantee 
against the abuse of powers. The main 
object of the railway companies is to seek 
the possession of additional powers sothat 
they may be placed in a position to give 
the public the most efficient and economi. 
cal transport services either by rail or by 
road. They claim that it‘ is unfair that, 
while they have to contribute towards the 
constructing and making of roads, they 
are not permitted to make the same un 
restricted use of them as thelr motor com- 
petitors. The Nationai Union of Railway- 
nen supports the attitude of the com 
panies; while the transport workers are 
of the opinion that there should be an 
inquiry into the whole question before any 
decision is made.

HIS CAREER. 

Sir John Michael de Robeck was born on 
the 10th of June, 1862. He was the second 
son of John, fourth Baron de Robeck,' of 
Naas, Co. Kildare. He was educated on 
H.M.S. Britannia, and entered the Royal 
Navy in 1875, lgecoming Sub-lieutenant in 
1882, Lieutenant in 1885, Commander in 1887; 
Captain in 1902, Rear-Admiral in 1911, Vice- 
Admiral in 1917, and Admiral in 1920. He 
commanded the naval force in the Dardanelles 
during the landing of the Expeditionary 
Force in 1915, was mentioned in despatches, 
and in the same vear was made Commander- 
in-Chief of the Mediterranean Fleet. For 
these services he received the K.C.B. in 1916, 
and G.CM.G. in 1919, and he was a Grand 
Otticer of the Legion of Honour. For his 
services in the Great War Admiral de Robeck 
was created a Baronet and received the 
thanks of Parliament and a grant of £10,000. 

The de Robecks trace their descent from 
John Henry Fock, a Swedish nobleman, son 
of the first Baron, who was created by 
Frederick I. of Sweden, in 1750. This noble- 
manu. married the daughter and sole heiress 
of the Honourable Richard Fitzpatrick, sen 
of the Earl of Ossory. The late Admiral's 
father was the fourth Baron and was Ranger 
of the Curragh. and a Deputy-Lieutenant fo: 
Co. Kildare. The holders of titles of foreign 
novility derive no position or precedence from 
them in this country. It requires, however, a 
roval licence to use them, and there are not 
many of them altogether, among the best- 
known being the de Robecks, de Reuter and 
de Stacpoole. 


A DARING SAILOR. 

Admiral de Robeck was one of the most 
daring and successful admirals of modern 
times. His name constantly was mentioned 
in thé Press when he was giving chase to the 
(roeben, the German warship that did such 
damage to shipping in the Mediterranean. 

The landing at Gallipoli could not have been 
attempted at all but for the assistance given 
hy the Fleet under. Admiral de Robeck. 
General Sir [an Hamilton, in his despatches, 
made this clear. Sir Ian compared the 
bravery shown hy the British soldiers on that 
occasion with the bravery of their ancestors 
at the capture of Quebec, under Wolfe 

In General Sir Tan Hamilton’s despatches 
Admiral de Robeck is frequently mentioned 
with admiration. 

Admiral de Robeck served with distinction 
as High Comziissioner at Constantinople at 
the close of the war.

ROMAN COMMENT ON THE

UNAUTHORISED SUBSIDIES 
FROM PUBLIC FUNDS.

BERLIN, Friday. 

The Imperial Chancellor, Dr. Marx, re- 
vealed in the Reichstag to-day that the 
German Government has lost several 
millions of marks through unauthorised 
subsidies to the Phoebus Film Co. These 
subsidies took the form of lavish grants 
by Captain Lohmann, of the Ministry of 
Defence, for the production of so-called 
national films, and the scandal is said to 
have been one of the causes which led to 
the resignation of Herr Gessler from the 
post of defence. : 

In the course of his statement, Dr. Marx 
disclaimed any Government responsibility 
for the affair, of which he said it entirely 
disapproved. He went on to say that the 
film company had been. supported from 
funds supplied by the Ministry of De- 
fence, while the Navy nartment had 
acquired shares in tlie company.

by Captain Lohmann; with the sanction 
of Herr Gessler and the Minister of 
Finance, Herr Koehler, of which the com- 
pany had so far only paid back half.

THE PRAYER-BOOK. 
BISHOPS’ PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS. 


———-- © —--- 


The Times, in a leading article, says :—lt 
seems fair to say that the Bishops have gone 
as far as could possibly be expected in their 
explanatory revision f the Prayer-book 
Measure. The schedule of their proposed 
amendments, which is published this morning, 
has very wisely been supported by an ex- 
ceedingly lucid memorandum put forward by 
the two Archbishops, so that there is no risk 
of misunderstanding the new situation. It is 
a brief schedule, but its contents are rightly 
claimed as not unimportant. In the matters 
of the prayer for the King, which they are 
now prepared to make more obligatory than 
ever before, and of the black rubric, which 
they would print in both alternative Orders 
of Communion, the Bishops have made the 
intention of the Measure clear beyond all cri- 
ticism, and it certainly does not he with any 
meniber of the House of Commons, which at 
tached immense Importance to thes: LWo 
points, to describe their clarification as 
trivial. 

On the other hand. the work of explanation 
18 obviously not complete, for if does not deal 
with what is held to be the greatest stumbling 
block of all. The one stumbling block 
which remains is, of course, the pro- 
visions made in the new Prayer-book for the 
reservation of the Sacrament where it is 
needed for the Communion of the sick. 
Even in the form in which the measure was 
originally presented to Parliament that pro- 
vision was fenced with elaborate safeguards 
against abuse, and these safeguards have 
now been strengthened and extended bv the 
amendments proposed in the Bishops’ draft. 
But since the case fcr continuous reservation 
has, in fact, been b-esed, in the eves of the 
public, altogether On the necessities of the 
sick, and sinee the Bishops’ amendments are 
intendecdl more and more to confine it to that 
purpose, cannot the process of explanation be 
carried now to a which honest 
doubters will have no further. room whateve1 
for misconception. It 1s to be hoped, at all 
events, that the National Assembly will 
devote itself solely at its next meeting to 
this practical business of the limits of 
explanation, and not range over the whole 
field- of the relations of Church and State.

LONDON'S NEW TYPE OF 
ENTERTAINMENT. 

The big “ deal,” by which fifteen of Lon- 
don’s variety halls have passed under new 
control, would cgttract attention by its 
magnitude alone, says the Morning Post, 
but there are other considerations suggested 
by the event, the motive for which has 
been the intention to offer the London 
public a new type of entertainment. ‘This 
is to be a blend of cinematograph, variety 
and music—a blend which, it is believed, 
will satisfy the changed taste of the 
public. 

Those who are engaged in this enter- 
prise know their business well, and it 
may be that “ what the public wants ’’ 
is what they propose to provide. Nobody 
has ever been able to give a really satisfy- 
ing explanation of why variety fell from 
public favour. Perhaps it may be re- 
vived; for the music hall represented a 
true art form. It was in its way a 
criticism of life, which is a good deal more 
than can be said of the cinema, at any 
rate, in its American shape.

MR. AMERY AND IMPERIAL 
PREFERENCE, 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
TORONTO (ONTARIO), Friday. 

Mr. Amery, Secretary of State for the 
Dominions, addressing the Toronto Board 
of Trade to-day, strongly urged that the 
economic consolidation of the British 
Empire should be based on voluntary 
mutual] co-operation and tariff preferences. 
Great Britain’s attitude in the matter of 
imperial preferences, he said, had under- 
gone a change in recent years. “ I can see 
a great advance coming,” he declared— 
'“an advance like the last hundred days 
of the war.” 

Within the narrow range in which 
duties were now imposed on imports into 
the mother country preferences were. now 
given, and as time passed and the tariff 
was extended to cover other- articles, pre- 
ferences. would be given to the Doniinions. 
Some of these would certainly be of great 
importance to Canada. Though in the 
Empire there could not be free trade, the 
same results might be achieved by volun- 
tary co-operation. as. the - American 
Republic had achieved “by more old- 
fashioned methods.’’ 

Mr. Amery instanced some of the pre- 
ferences between Great Britain and the 
Dominions, and between Canada and 
Australia, as illustrative of the advantages 
of trading within the Empire; and he 
urged that the most fruitful sphere of 
activity under an absolute equality of 
status established throughout the British 
Commonwealth would be that of trade, 
commerce and industry. 


STATEMENT BY THE 
ARCHBISHOPS.

AMENDMENTS EXPLAINED. 


HE Prayer-book Measure, 1928, intro- 
duced by order of the House of 
Bishops, is published to-day, and will be 
considered by the Church Assembly at the 
Spring Session, which opens on February 
6th. 
' The full title of the document is :— 

‘‘ A Measure proposed to be passed by 
the National Assembly of the Church of 
England to authorise the use of the 
Praver-book, referred to in thisá measure 
as ‘The Amended Deposited Book,’ and 
the issue of supplementary forms of Ser- 
vice, and for purposes connected there- 
with.” 


EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


The Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York have authorised the publication of 
the following explanatory note with reter- 
ence to the proposed new measure :— 

On Devember 15th, 1927, the House of 
Cemmons, by a majority, refused consent 
to a resolution asking the Royal Assent 
for the Praver-book Measure, 1927. 

The Archbishops and diocesan bishops 
met at Lambeth to consider the situation 
thus created. With the consent of, and 
after full consultation with, the bishops, 
the Archbishops of Canterbury and York 
issued a statement or message to the 
Church on December 25rd. In this state- 
ment they said that, as the decision of 
the House of Commons seemed to have 
been influenced by certain avoidable mis- 
understandings, the bishops could not take 
the responsibility of accepting that de- 
cision as final. 


SCOPE OF CHANGES. 


Accordingly they announced that the 
House of Bishops had resolved to re- 
introduce the measure into the Church 
Assembly as soon as possible, with such 
changes—and such changes  only—as 
might tend to remove misapprehensions, 
and to make clearer and more explicit 
intentions and limitations. 

The measure now published, 
“The Prayer-book Measure, 


entitled 


on February 6th. 
The new measure contains :—- 
a—The clauses of the measure of 1927. 
with one or two amendments and 
additions: and 
b—Certain amendments of the Deposited 
Book, set forth in a schedule. 

It would, if passed into law, give legal 
sanction to the Deposited 
amended. . The essence and purpose of 
these amendments are here described. 

First as to the amendments proposed to 
the clauses of the measure of 1927 :— 


CLAUSE REMOVED. 


Clause 4 of that measure gave power to 
the Archbishops and bishops of each 
province to make and rescind such rules as 
were required or authorised to he made by 
them under any rubric of the Dep sited 
Book, and it provided that anv rules so made 
should have effect as theugh they were con- 
tained in rubrics of that Book. 

his clause has been interpreted as if it 
qave the An hhishops and Biahops 
powe fo make rules having thre force , of 
rubric 1 
of the Church of England. In order to pre- 
rent the possibility of such interpretation, 
fhis clause has Now heen Te moved. 

Another clause in the measure of 1927. 
Clause 9, dealing with the Declaration of 
Assent required from every clergyman before 
ordmation or licence or mnstitution, Was 
thought to give insufficient protection to 
those who had conscientious objections to 
parts of the Deposited Book. 

ln the new measure Clause § makes it clear 
that the Book of Common Prayer referred to 
in the Declaration of Assent is the existing 
Book of 1662. 


- 


PRAYERS FOR THE KING. 

Next as to amendments proposed to the 
Deposited Book itself :— 

1.—In that Book the three prayers tol the 
King’s Majesty, contained in the old Prayer- 
book, with an additional prayer, were placed 
among the occasional prayers =: £0 he said] at 
the discretion of the minister.” The object 
of this was to prevent undue repetition, and 
to provide greater variety; but a strong feel- 
ing found expression that the use or omission 
of these prayers ought not io be left to the 
discretion of the minister. 

It 1s now provided that prayer for the 
King shall be offered every morning and 
evening throughout the year. 

2.—The so-called black rubrie—i.e., the 
declaration about kneeling, containing the 
statement that thereby no adoration is in. 
tended, -or ought to be done, either unto 
the Sacramental bread or wine there bodilv 
received, or unto any corporal presence of 
Christ’s natural flesh and blood, was printed 
11 the Deposited Book in its present place 
al the end of the order of the Holy Com- 
munion in the Book of 1662, but not also 
printed at the end. of the new alternative 
order. It was explained that to print the 
declaration again at this place was deemed 
unnecessary because, being part of the exist- 
ing Book of Common Prayer, it retained its 
authority as a statement of doctrine. But 
this explanation was regarded by many per- 
sons as insufficient. 

In order to remove any possible misunder- 
standing, the black ruhric is now printed tn 
the amended Deposited Pool: at the end of the 
alternative order, as well as at the end of 
the order of 1662. 


RESERVATION. 
3— [he Deposited Book made provision, 
under certain carefully defined conditions, for 
the reservation of the consecrated bread and 
wine for the Communion of the sick. The 
rubrics were intended to make it clear tha‘ 
the consecrated bread and wine thus set 
apart were to be reserved only for the Com- 
munion of the sick, and for no other purpose, 
and that there should be no service or cere- 
mony in connection with the Sacrament so 
reserved. But it was urged that the rubrics 
did not sufficiently safeguard these condi- 
tions. For example, power was given to the 
archbishop and bishops of the province to 
determine by rules “other questions”’ that 
might arise, and it was contended that such 
rules could, from time to time, be changed, 
and. would lack the security of rubrics. 
Some draft rules prepared by the archbishops 
and bishops of the two provinces were issued 
with the copies of the Deposited Book. 
In the amended Deposited Book, the most 
important of these rules are incorporated with | 
the rubrics in a more. explicit form, and no 
separate draft rules are now issued, : 
As to the place in’ which the. comsecrated 
bread and wine might be reserved, it was 
contended that the proposed rules left too 
wide a discretion to the bishop, so that it 
might be possible to permit the Sacrament 
to be reserved on, or over, the holy table. 
In the rubrics of the amended Deposited 
Book it is provided that the consecrated 
bread and wine are to be reserved in an 


-aumbry or safe set in the north or south wall 


of the church, or of any chapel thereof, or, if 
need be, in the wall of the vestry.

“ GRAVELY INADE- 
QUATE.” 


BISHOP OF BIRMINGHAM’S 
VIEW. | 
From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.

The Bishop cf Birmingham this evening 
handed me the following statement :— 

“ Further revision of the Deposited Book 
has been made since its rejection by the 
House of Commons. This revision seems 
io me gravely inadequate. Little has been 
one to remove objectionable features or to 
lessen the misgivings expressed in Parlia- 
ment. In fact, the recent private debates 
of the House of Bishops have increased my 
own serious concern, and I feel it my duty 
to indicate to my fellow Churehmen why, 
after what has passed, 1 cannot accept the 
new proypsals. 


SECRECY. 


‘From the beginning I have pleaded 
against the secrecy which has surrounded 
the bishops’ deliberations. We ought, I 
contend, to have taken the country mto our 
confidence and to have allowed reporters 
to be present at all our important debates. 
I could not persuade my colleagues to agree 
to this policy, but I have repeatedly main- 
tained, and sub szlentio it has been con- 
ceded, that I was present at our dis- 
cussions not by invitation, but by right of 
my position as a diocesan bishop, and in 
consequence I was at liberty to describe 
what had passed if I so wished. 

‘“My first duty as a bishop is to the 
Church and nation, and that duty must 
override the wishes of my colleagues if the 
two seem to conflict. Nevertheless, im 
what follows I omit certain facts that 
have caused me anxiety or regret, because 
IT do not wish in challenging a general 
policy to refer to individuals. 


THE NEW PROPOSALS. 


‘An examination of the new proposa!s 
shows that the blunder by which prayers 
for the King were made optional has been 
corrected. Further, the black rubric has 
been added to the alternat.ve Communion 


Service, but this will be w:dely described ' 


as “a concession to ignorant Pro- 
testantism.’ VPersonally, I believe that 
the rubric means what it says, but by a 
closs put upon a change made in it in 1662 
easuists contend that the rubric 
actually upholds the doctrine of the Real 
Presence in the consecrated elements. 

‘Though such argument is worthless the 
black rubric is consequently not as effective 
a safecuard of sound doctrine as we ought 
Yet the bishops in their recent 
meetings did not accept a proposal to 
insert in the new Prayer-book a simple 
statement of our doctrine of the Holy Com- 
munion. To draw up a satisfactory state- 
ment might, it was trnly said, take several 
months. This were surely better than over- 
hasty lecislation. 


THE ONLY OTHER CHANGES. 


The only other changes of importance 
made last week: by the bisheps are in the 
iubrics and rules relating to reservation. 
The proposal te permit the continuous 
reservation of consecrated bread and wine 
aroused more serious misgivings than any 
other change suggested in the Deposited 
Book. Speakers in the House of Commons 
expressed the opinion of a vast number of 
loval @hurch people when they objected to 
the change. Nevertheless, a majority of 
the bishops in our recent meetings again 
refused to exclude continuous reservation 
from their proposals. 

‘Of course the abuses now associated 
with reservation would be impossible if the 
consecrated bread and wine were not 
allowed to be reserved within the area of 
public worship. A motion to prohibit 
reservation where worship customarily 
Lakes place was, nevertheless, rejected. 

‘Some check to abuse might effectively 
be made if there were no indication by a 
lamp or otherwise of the flace where the 
consecrated elements were reserved. A 
rroposal to forbid such indication was, 
nevertheless, rejected. The result is that 
by the new proposals’ the consecrated 
elements may be reserved in an aumbry set 
in a north or south wall of a chancel. The
